After finishing his early edu- 
caton in the Troy schools, Nor­ 
ton attended W estminister College 
at Fulton, and later entered St. 
Louis University. At 
the age of 
twenty he returned home to read 
law’ with A. V. McKee, a promin­ 
ent member of the Lincoln coun­ 
ty bar. He completed his studies 
in law at Washington University 
in St. ouis, where he wras gradu­ 
ated in 1870. When he was pre­ 
pared to start on his career as a 
lawyer he decided 
to settle 
in

father, 
Elias 
Norton, had settled when he left 
Indiana in 1842. Norton opened 
his first law office in a building 
on the site of the home where he 
had been born twenty-one years 
before. 
Norton practiced at the bar in 
Lincoln count; and quickly earn­ 
ed for himself a prominent place 
among lawyers of northeast Mis­ 
souri. After 
: pending 
fourteen 
years in the practice of his pro­ 
fession, he entered the field of 
politics with a seat in Congress as 
his goal. It was the only office 
for which Norton ever ran. Large­ 
ly because of his efforts to win 
and to 
hold 
that 
office, 
the 
seventh congressional district of 
Missouri came to be known as the 
“bloody” district. 
Norton’s first attempt to become 
a Democratic 
representative 
of 
the seventh district was unsuc­ 
cessful, as he was defeated by an­ 
other Democrat 
in the 
district 
convention. He promptly entered 
the field again 
in 
1886, 
being 
spurred on by the close race he 
had run with his opponent in 1884. 
Again he was defeated in the dis­ 
trict convention and, as before, 
not by his chief opponent, but by 
a minor candidate in the field. A 
letter from Norton written to the 
press in September, 1888, recount 
ed the fact that 1,100 ballots were 
taken at the disttrict convention 
held in Montgomery City in 1884 
and 1.700 ballots in the convention 
J at Mexico in 1886.

jNorton entered his third race for

im nec firing at any time. In ad­ 
dition to this large bid in favor 
¡of the enemy, the ship was m oor­ 
ed a very short distance from the 
two ga.leys 
lay 
anchored 
be­ 
tw een the PHILADELPHIA and 
the shore. One can now sense in 
a degree the impossible task that 
1 confronted Decatur. 
“ Into the midst of this 
over­ 
whelm ing superiority of ships and 
guns, Decatur and 75 equally va­ 
liant volunteers had to sail their 
little 60 ton ketch, mounting only 


shore batteries, 19 gunboats, and 
four sm all guns. As they approach­ 
ed the PHILADELPHIA disguis­ 
ed as fishermen. Decatur stood at 
the wheel with his native pilot; 
only a few men were visible top­ 
side, the rest being hidden about 
the ship. They came alongside the 
enemy without being recognized 
and the pilot requested that they 
be allowed to run a line to the 
PH IA in order to w arp the ketch

was made fast and a few of the 
crew haulding on the line grad­ 
ually drew her close to the fri­ 
gate.

can hands. Decatur gave the or­ 
der to burn the ship; his crew, 
who had been schooled in what 
they were to do, quickly scatter­ 
ed about the ship, spreading pre­ 
viously prepared incendiaries and 
com bustibles. Soon flames broke 
out all over the new frigate and 
Decatur gave the order to return 


to the INTREPID. There was dan­ 
ger for the magazines and other 
combustibles m ight blow any sec­ 
ond.
